Mahoney and her: son, John Mahoney 
and the serious illness of the father have 
put an end to the plans for a reunion today, 
with which the family intended to end their 
holiday festivities. 

The fatalities occurred yesterday after- 
noon at the home of Miss Josephine Ma- 
honey, 8944 Wentworth avenue, where the 
parents and brother had been epending the 
holidays, and where today’s reunion was to 
have taken place.. From the evidence se- 
cured last evening the ‘police believe that 
the deaths were accidental and the result 
of the aged woman’s ignorance of the opera- 
tion of a gas range, from which the deadly 
fumes were escaping when the house was 
entered by neighbors. 

Daughter’s Grief Is Pitiable. 

John Mahoney, the father, was uncon- 
scious in.a room adjoining those in which 
lay the bodies of his wife and son wher 
found, but revived at the Provident hos- 
pital during the night. At the house neigh- 
bors declared that they feared the shock of 
the accident would prove serious if not fatal 
to the daughter, Josephine. She was in a 
hysterical condition during the late evening, 
and the efforts of a physician and neighbors 
to quiet her were futile. | 

The sister in her mutterings was imbued 
with the belief that she was in a way re- 
sponsible for her brother's death, as he had 
intended going back to Indiana yesterday 
morning, but was persuaded by the sister to 
remain and attend the family party. Her 
frequent cry was that had she let him go 
he would be alive. At intervals she would 
declare that she had warned her po 


not to light the gas range. 


Reunion Planned for Today. 


Mahoney, who is 75 years old, with his 
wife, who was 70 years old, came to Chi- 
cago a few days before Christmas from their 
farm in Grovertown, a short distance from 
Lafayette, Ind. They were accompanied by 


Christmas with Miss Mahoney in Wentworth 
avenue. 

It was arranged to have three other sons 
of the old couple at the sister’s home today. 
A duck anda turkey, said to have been raised 
on the Indiana farm and brought to the.city 
by the old people, had been prepared, when 
Josephine left home in the morning for her 
work In a downtown department store. 

The events immediately preceding the 
finding of the bodies have not been discov- 
ered, but it is thought that the old woman 
had prepared luncheon and that she left the 
gas burners in the range open through acci- 
dent or ignorance of how the stove was op- 
erated. At 3 o’clock neighbors saw Mrs. Ma- 
honey about the house and at 4a neighbor 
visited the flat. 


Last. Seen Alive by Neighbor. 
With the exception of the old man, who is 
‘gtill too irrational to talk coherently, this 
neighbor, Mrs. Mary Stokes of 3946 Went- 
worth avenue, is probably the last person 
who saw Mrs. Mahoney alive. 

‘“‘T called in to see if my boy was there,’’ 
Mrs. Stokes said. Mrs. Mahoney was lying 
on the bed, and said she was feeling ill. I 
smelled something, but thought it was paint, 
and as my boy was not there I went away.” 

Mrs. Stokes did not see either of the men 
at that time.. It is belleved that both had 
taken a nap after luncheon. It is believed 
that while she was at work Mrs. Mahoney 
became ill from escaping gas and lay down, 
not knowing the cause of her illness, and that 
the mey were overcome while asleep. 


Two Found Dead, One Unconscious. 
That Mr. Mahoney was saved is due to

New War Mrchine That Can Be Guided : 
gt Will Is Promised by Prof. 
‘Myers. 

Utica, N. Dec. 27.—[Special. ]—Prof, 
Carl Myers of Frankfort today reopened his 
balloon farm and announced the completion | 
of an “ electric aertal torpedo.” 

The aerial torpedo files like a thing of life. | 
It is driven by two aluminium screw blades | 
which make 2,000 revolutions per minute. | 
The biades are rotated by an electric motor 
which obtains its power from an ordinary 
incandescent lighting current of 110 volts. 

The movements are directed by two aero-

The injured were placed in the 
berths and everything possible done to ease 
their sufferings, 
Efforts to identity the wounded and dead 
were attended with difficulty.

} made rapid progress and at,noon today the 


physicians abandoned all hope of her re- 
covery. She sank steadily until 9 o’clock, 
when she passed away. | 

Mrs. Fremont’ led a strange career be- 
tween the privations of the western frontier 
and the life at the courts of Burope. A Vir- 
ginian by birth, plunged at 14 into the so- 
ciety which gathered about her father, Sen- 
ator Benton, in Washington, she eloped at 
16 with the fascinating Heutenant, 
John C. Fremont. . 

Though she returned almost (manedietery 
to #er father’s home, she aided and abetted 
the schemes and explorations which brought 
her husband such renown as the “ Pathfind- 
val and shared hie conquest of California. 


‘Belle of Washington Society. 


Va., Jessie Benton grew 
up in the atmosphere of the society of St. 
Louis and Washington, and hong before she 
had reached womanhood she was an acknow!l- 
edged belle in many cities. She made her 
début at the White house at the age of 13, 
when Presidemt Van Buren gave a dinner 
for his son, and at 14 she attended a great 
state dinnet given by the president in honor 
of the Russian minister, Bodisco the Splen- 
did, and his 16 year old bride. Jessie Benton 
was one of the bridemaids, withe* Mr. 
Buchanan, afterward president, as her 
groomsman. The other groomsmen were 
distinguished men in official life, and the 
bride was given away by Henry Clay. 

In this way began a brilliant social career 
which brought her in contact with such 
women as Mrs. Alexander Hamilton and 
Mrs. Dolly Madison. 

Though Mrs. Fremont did not accompany 
her husband on any of his exploring expedi- 
tions across the continent, she made the 
most important of them possible, and it hap- 
pened in this way: The government had 
given him his first separate command and 
equipped him for an expedition to the Pacific 
coast, but there was much jealousy and op- 
position in Washington, and while Fremont 
was. on the frontier preparing to start, an 
order was sent to St, Louis recalling him to 
the national capital. Mrs. Fremont received 
and read this order, then she sent a letter 
telling him to start west without a moment’s 
delay. He obeyed. She then wrote the 
official in Washington that she had neither 
forwarded his order nor informed Fremont 


of it, and that the expedition was well under 


Crosses Isthmus in 1848. 


Mrs. Fremont’s influence was-instrumental 
in bringing California Into the union as a 
free state. When she decided to join her 
husband in California in 1848, she made the 
journey by way of Panama, sailing from New 
York. The trip was one of hardship and ex- 
treme peril from beginning to end. Every 
sort of unexpected misfortune overtook her, 
but with splendid courage she held to her 
purpose of going to her husband. She was 
more dead than alive when finally she made 
the lorig sea voyage up the Pacific coast, and 
was rewarded by reaching San Francisco, 
with her husband there to greet her. 

When Gen. Fremont returned to Washing- 
ton as California's first senator, wealthy and 
honored, she came with him and queened it 
royally in St. Louis ina ~~ court of her 
own. From this she ex; « to return to 
Washington to reign as mistress of the White 
house, but Gen, Fremont was defeated by 
Buchanan.

working On exteriors and interiors, and 
yeached a definite form last week when the 

rf hangers decided to label their work. 
Thiaguade the last union necessary to fill the 
guotm, 2nd early next year labeling will go 
ect. 

Tre Chicago Building Trades council had 
mace all preparations to mark buildings 
when the lockout came and their organiza- 
tion Was crushed. Two weeks ago the for- 
mer members resurrected it in the form of 
the advisory board of business agents. They 
were given a charter by the national organ- 
ation and began to do business. Among 
the first propositions to come before them 
was the labelscheme, which they will push. 

The advisory board and the paper hangers 
will be aided by the woodworkers, whose 
label will go. on all the machine and mill 
work placed in buildings. The steam fitters, 
the. machinists, the plasterers, the fixture 
hangers, and the electricians will elther put 
in their OWn marks or allow the advisory 
Hoard, with whicn they are affiliated, to 
speak for therfi. 

“There is but one objection to the mo 
ment,” said C. L. Fieldstack yesterday, 
“end that is that there will not be houses 
enough to meet the demands of the union 
men and women of thecity. It is but right 
that unfonists should know who builds the 
@wellings they occupy, for, by refusing to 
rent. those put up by nonunionists, they can 
goon force every mechanic in the city to 
join the organization of his craft. There is 
no coat to the men in labeling, but there is 
gteat benefim”’

Prof. Frederick Starr Finds the Peculiar 
Mark on Infants—Theory as to the 
Bath of Montezuma. — |

the backs of young babies of Mayas birth 
in the towns of Yucatan, Prof. derick 


Starr of the University of Chicago believes | 


the Mayas are of MongolNan origin. 

Such a spot is found on the young infants 
of the Filipinos. No other 
ican Indians, except the Mayas,”have this 
distinctly oriental mark. The mark disap- 
pears when the child is 4 months old 

Prof. Starr during his trip to 'Mexico, from 
which he has just returned, examined the 
ruins of. the so-called bath of Montezuma 
and the region in which it is located. Prof. 
Starr believes that the basin was made by 
a race of rock dwellers, who antedate the 
Aztecs and who carved the great basin with 
inscriptions. 

The belief hes ter that the basin was 
by the Aztecs either for irrigation purposes 
or to be used in some of their sacred rites. 
For what use it was designed the professor 
does not know, but the is certain it is buta 
part of a series of most excellently cvt stone 
work, evidences of the life of a race of people 
pecullar to that region and distinct from the 
majority of the peoples that lived in those 
regions. 

Carved in the sold rock were found rooms 
for religious and social purpo*es and in the 
short time spent by Prof. Starr he saw 
enough of the ruins to convince him that 
the people who carved the Montezuma bath 
carved out their houses from the solid rdck 
as well, and were a distinct class of people 
from the constructive class that built their 
homes above the gtaunds in other Mexican 
regions. 

In Vera Cruz Prot. Starr found a field 
rich in ruins yet unworked by the archeolog- 
ist. Mounds and tumuli were found there 
different from any ever found in Mexico. 
Palenke, too, was visited, and to the mind 
of Prof. Starr holds some of the most famous 
ruins of the world. 

When Prof. Starr takes his vacation next 
year he will spend his time in research in 
either Vera | Cruz or Palenke. |

he hati beem boycotted by the Chicago Ma- 
sons ahd Builders’ association of contrac- 
tors and the Brick Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion has been awarded damages’ to the 
amount of $22,000. The evidence submit 
ted to the jury showed that there was an 
ugreement between the two associations. 
‘The contractor, who was a member of the 
Masons and Builders’ association, bound 
himself to buy brick from none but members 
of the Brick Manufacturers’ association, 
who in turn-made certain concessions in 
price. The plaintiff brickmaker refused to 
become a ‘party to the arrangemem. He 
was no friend of trusts or combines.

LATING BABY FARMS. 

The ¢ ity council must make an appropria- 
tion for the enforcement of the baby farm 
ordinance. That ordinance is in itself good 
enough. There is no provision, however, 
for putting it into operation. The clauses 
directing the health department to inspect, 
register, and regulate all baby farms will 
} do no as long as the heahth department 
has no money with which to carry out the 
policy which those clauses contemplate. The 
people of Chicago would like to see the baby 
farms brought under strict municipal control. 
They qre tired of hearing about starved in- 
fants. They are not only tired. They are 
indignant. The unfortunate women who 
make use of baby farms in order to rid them- 
selves of their children will continue to make 
use of them until there is a change in the 
direction of greater responsibility and great- 
er publicity. This change cannot come until 
the health department is given a baby farm 
appropriation. There ought to be no delay. 
Let the baby farms get the same kind of 
municipal regulation which the hospitals are 
eupposed to get now. 

The word “ hospitals ”’ suggests another 
thing. The aldermanic health committee 
which put through the baby farm ordinance 
has had a hospital ordinance on its hands for 
some time. If it had that ordinance also 
on its heart something might be done.

SOCIALISM AND CATHOLICISM. 

-“ Therefore, when the pope and his rep- 
resentatives tell you that the doctrines of 
social democracy are anti-religious, you 


‘know that you are right in- rejecting those 


doctrines without further controversy.” 
These were the unequivoeal gordsin which 
Bishop Quigley gave the workingmen of 
Buffalo his opinion of the socialist agitation. 
What is there, one is tempted to ask, in the 
collective ownership of the means of produc- 


‘tion and distribution which can be consid- 


ered finally and hopelessly anti-religions? 
Why is one system of industrial organiza- 
tion any more anti-religious than any other’ 
system? In fact, is vot socialism much 
more closely allied +a the Catholic idea than 
individualism ever cov be? Does not social- 
ism emphasize that same idea of the snbor- 
dination of the indiviAnai tw vorporate au- 
thority which Catholicism emphasizes? 


Ought not the Catholic hierarchy, out of | 


consideration for its own philosophical sys- 
tem, to be inclined to believe that the ideal 
organization of society would be that in 
which the individual was subordinated in 
matters of religion and morals to the church 
ond in matters of potiicn and economics to 
the state? 

That these last three questions are some- 
times answered in, the affirmative can. be 
seen in the fact that the younger members 


of the Catholie party in the Church of Eng- | 


land are much under the influence of so- 
cialist. thought. One does not have to go 
far, however, in order to find that the Cath- 
olic church as a whole has good reason for 
its anti-socialist policy. What is. that rea- 
son? Not socialism so. much as the social- 
ists. Not the economic theory of collective 
ownership so much as the persons by whom 
that idea has been supported, Continuously 
and consistently socialists take up a position 
of hostility to the church. Some socialists, 
of course, call themselves Christian socia!- 


ists. Such socialists, however, are not the 


body of the party. They are the fringe of 
its mantle. Socialist: speeches are’ full 
gibes and diatribes against the church. 
cialist papers publish cartoons against the 
church. What is the result? The Catholic 
church turns against its maligners and with 
millions of workingmen at ite back gives so- 
cialism its anathema. It does not stop to 
distinguish between: socialists and the so- 
tialist idea. Its centuries of experience 
have taught it too much forthat. Socialism 
is in the hands of anti-religious men and 
socialism may therefore expect to find re- 
ligion ranked among its enemies. 

That socialism has for the leidiat made 
up its mind to accept this situation appears 
clearly from thé current incidents of social | 
ist activity. Take a few of the smaller 
straws in the stream. Those Chicago so- 


cialist Sunday schools which came into tem- | 


porary prominence a few weeks ago are not 
necessarily anti-religious—people may meet 


‘on Sunday afternoon and discuss anything 


they please—but in point of fact their tone 
is undeniably one of disregard or even aver- 
sion for the Catholic faith. Last Sunday, 
too, the gocialist city convention was held 


‘at the hour of high mass. Things like these 


are not overlooked by the church. How 
could they be overlooked? They stand out 
aggressively on the face of the socialist 
movement. The Catholic church consults 
only its own safety and the safety of the 
souls committed to its charge when it de- 
nounces socialism as a spiritual’ danger. 
Now the Catholic church is a church of 
working people, and it is from working peo- 
ple that socialism expects to recruit its 
ranks. Are the socialists good politicians? 


FAITH AMONG ASIATICS. 

In commenting on the Canadian Doukho- 
bors the London Spectator makes use of a 
communication from “H. ©.” in which a 
story is told about the natives of Borneo. 
These natives are squalid and indolent. 
They seem to have no religion beyond a 
vague pantheism and-no conception of an 
after life beyond a surmise that the souls 


of the departed dwell on a eertain high 


mountain. Yet even such people were cap- 
able of performing heroic feats of fanati- 


-cism while under the influence of a naked 


savage like themselves who claimed that 
he was in possession of charms which would 
cause them to be able to fly. Crazed by this 
belief a number of converts leaped into the 
air from the tops of cocoanut trees and were, 
of course, dashed to pieces below. The im- 
postor had never given any ocular proof 
of his ability to fly. He had simply issued 
the statement that flying was a thing he 
could not only do for himself but could 
teach others to do, Why should such spir- 
itual infatuations be so common among 
Asiatics? 

“H. OC.” thinks that the. -reagon is to be 
found in the fact that “for the native of 
Asia the hard and fast boundary line which 
we recognize as dividing the natural f 
the supernatural does’ not exist.” The st- 
pernatural seems to him to be as probable 
as the natural. His powers of discriminat/’ 


not think that “ H.C.” has in this explana- 
tion covered the whole ground of his \in- 
quiry. Pain does not have for most Asiat 
the same meaning that it has for most Eu 
peans. The Asiatic is notoriously more pas- 
sive and uncomplaining. Further, death 
for the Asiatic is usually a transition. He 
expects to pass not to reward and punish- 
ment but to another existence. Put these 
two things together, indifference to pain and 
a belief in transmigration, and why should 
any one be afraid to die? 
Of course these explanations are not fun- 
damental. Suppose that the Asiatic is real- 
ly more patient under pain than the Euro- 
pean. Why is it so? Suppose that his re- 
ligions have a — deal to say about trans- 
migration. , Why is that so? The deep 
napubimegiea speculation that underlies the 
difference between Asiatic and European is 
hardly touched by the Spectator’s argument. 
Nor is it fair to explain the,Doukhobors in 
the same way with the unreasoning natives

stomach, fought on his stomach (I do not mean, in the sense that the Brit- 
lish and-the Boers did in the recent war), and cénquered on his stomach. 

My experience in studying the diets of the different armies of the world 
is that far and away the best for the making of physically powerful sol- 
diers is that given in the army of the United States of america. Here the 
illowance is 20 ounces of meat, 18 ounces of bread, 16 ounces of potatoes, 
the remainder being made up of peas, rice, sugar, coffee, and salt. Even 
this diet contains too much farinaceous food, but contrasts favorably with 
the diet of the English soldier, who receives 12 ounces of meat (of which 
one-fifth is bone), 24 ounces of bread, and 16 ounces of potatoes, with other 
little eteeteras which do not account for much, and which the individual has 
to pay for out of his own pocket. The next best fighting food is that allowed 
to the Russian soldier. He is allowed more meat and less bread than the 
Englishman; then, in order of merit, come German, French, and Italian.

It cost'to maintain all Baptist churches in 
the United States during the year $14,138,195, 
all Episcopal ¢hurches $15,184,026, and all 
Congregational. churches $10,276,105. 
ures for Reformed churches (Dutch) are. 
$1,622,696, and for Presbyterian (north) $17,- 
080,191. To maintain all Methodist churches, 
south and north, it cost $24,552,800. These 
figures in every case include betterments. 
They also includé contributions to missions, 
both home and foreign. Financial figures for 
Roman Catholic churches are unobtainable. 

Church membership, growth during the 
year has been steady. The bodies that show 
largest actual figures are the Disciples of 
Christ and the Lutherans.

NEW YORK CENTRAL REPORTS 
_ EARNINGS FOR QUARTER: 


Because of Increased Operating Ex- 
 penses the Net Shows a Falling Off 
from Last Year’s Figures—Annual 
Statements of the Lake Shore and 
the Michigan Central Disclose Sim- 
ilar Conditons—Pennsylivania to 
Spend $6,000,000 in Improvements.

Statements of earnings of the principal 
Vanderbilt lines for the quarter ending: on 


Dec. 81, 1902, have been issued. The New 


York Central reports gross earnings of $19,- 
277.300, an increase of $834,900 over the cor- 
responding period of last year. Operating 
expenses amounted to $13,451,900, an in- 
crease of $1,360,400. The result was that the 
net earnings for the quarter were smaller 
by $525,500 than last year, amounting to 
$5,825,400. The balance earned available for 


‘dividends amounted to 1.52 per cent on the 


capital stock, as compared with 2.15 per cent 
last year. The gross earnings for the six 
months ending with December amounted to 
$38,753,000, as compared with $37,864,688 last 
year. Operating expenses averaged 66.40 
per cent of gross earnings, as against 64.12 
per cent last year. | 
Net Decrease in Lake Shore. 

- The Lake Shore reports gross earnings of 
$30,155,000 for the year ending Dec. 31. This 
is an increase of $882,325.

Underwriters Are. Giving Close Atten- 
tion to This Class of Risks, Which 
Have: Cost Them So Much of Late. 


Underwriters are paying close attention to 
the numerous fires in piano and organ fac- 
tories. That in the plant of the M. Schultz 
company in this city on Friday was the third 
in as many years, and early in the week a fire 
in the Gabler factory in New York caused a 
loss of $400,000. The losses on piano fac- 
tories in greater New York in 1902 have’been 
over $1,000,000; making a logs ratio of over 
400 per cent. Rates on that class were ad- 
vanced 25 per cent.in Chicago during the year.

PROF. VAN’ DIEST IS DEAD. 


Well Known Geologist and Scientific 
“Writer Dies at San Luis, Colo., 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 27.—Word-has just 
reached here of the death of Prof. P. H. Van 
Diest at San Luis, in the extreme southern 
part of this state, on Christmas day, Prof. 
Van Diest was one of the best known geolo- 
gists in the world. He was a native of Hol- 
land, and Edam, Holland, was his birthplace.’ 

Prof. Van Diest was given the appointment 

of chief of mines of Java when the gov- 
ernment of Holland began its extensive min- 
ing operations in that island possession. His 
health became impaired and he was com- 
pelled to leave Java just as he was about to 
be rewarded with the highest scientific ap- 
pointment within the gift of his native coun- 


For his services the government of Hol- 
land granted Prof. Van Diest a life pension. 

In 1872 the distinguished geologist came 
to Colorado and became chief of the land 
department in the surveyor géperal’s office, 
a position he held for several years. Healso 
held the 
School of. Mines of Colorado. 

Prof. Van Diest was an author of world 
wide fame on scientific subjects. He was 
the discoverer of a new tellurium ore in Colo- 
rado, which bears his name—Diestite.

BIG PRICES FOR PIANOS, 


Tens of Thousands of Dollars Spent 
Upon Decorations. 


house of C. M. Schwab, the president 

of the steel trust, will coat $10,000, and 

is intended to match the furnishings in 

the particular music room it is to oc- 
eupy when it is completed. Large as this 
sum appears, it is not great compared with 
the prices paid Wy others for the same kind 
of instruments. 

Acocrding to the experts there are three 
‘general classes of pianos made at great cost. 
-The first and most frequently purchased is 
« the one sought for its musical qualities alone. 

This must be the masterpiece of the piano- 
makers’ art. The nd class is the piano 
bought with the main idea to the looks of the 
case that incloses it. The third and most 
costiy of all is the one that is a.perfect pianu 
as far as musical qualities are concerned, 
and at the same time is most artistically or- 
namented. Upon this last class of pianos 
there is no limit to the amount of money 
that can be spent. 

Cases are not rare in which as high as 
$50,000 has been spent on these instruments, 
and the best artistic talent of the world 
engaged on the outside decorations. 

There are certain restrictions as to the 
wood that can be used in making a piano. and 
these have to be observed. The fine grained 
hard varieties are the ones demanded, and 
they are extremely expensive, The wood can 
Ohly be secured in small pieces, and these 
have to be put together with the greatest 
care. The most skilled workmen are en- 
gaged for months in doing the piecing. Then 
the completed panels are passed on to the 
decorators. Often the decorator is an artist 
of international reputation who is far re- 
mote from the place where the piecing was 

_@one. The panels have to be packed and 
shipped to the artist, and in some instances a 
special messenger is engaged to carry the 
woods to the man who is to do the work. in 
Dne or two instances the artist has 
brought to the piano at great cost and given 
full authority to do his work at the place 
where the pidno is to remain. 

Special artists and wood carvers are en- 
gaged to ornament the legs and, finish the 
wuther details of the work. All this must be 
done with a view to preserving the harmony 
between the design of the piano and the room 
that is to contain it. 

There is a piano in New York belonging to 
the estate of the late Henry G. Marquand 
that cost $20,000 to construct and $30,000 more 
to decorate. It's completion was a matter 

_of two years’ work. 

Alexander Peacock of Pittsburg recently 
bought a piano that cost him $15,000. It was 
Jmported, and the duties alone amounted to 
a large sum.

aid to the needy. Like everything else con- 
pected with the Siandard Oil concern this 
department is a development from -a small 
ing. How much ges ft will grow 
pannot be predicted. It is growing every. 
Gay and the force needed to operate it is 
added to as time progresses. 

At the head of the disbursing department 
ig the Rev. Fred T. Gates, at one timea min- 
ister, Who was forced to give up his charge 
by the ever increasing call upon him from 
Mr. Rockefeller.

Sometimes the aid is given direct and nmhine

The letters asking aid, and many of them 
simply begging, pour into the office every 
@ay. They are taken in hand by the clerks 
end treated in a businesslike manner. They 
are classified and assorted. Asthey progress 
through the office many of them are disposed 
of in various ways. Some go to the police or 
to some particular hospital foraction. After 
the sifting process hae been finished the re- 
mainder go to Mr. Gates. He takes them in

are to be ‘found 20,000 distinct spe- 
cies, which represent the spoils of 
a merciless and incessant warfare 
waged against these devastating insects, 
Prof. Lawrence Bruner, state entomologist 
at the University of Nebraska, enjoys in- 
effable gratification bé@cause of the success 
of his antagonistic efforts. 

The collection 'is the largest of its kind in 
the world, and now that it has served the 
extent of its utility to Prof. Bruner, it is to 
be presented either to the Smithsonian {n- 
stitution or the University of Nebraska for 
use in the research, study, and experiment 
of biology, entomology, and ornithology. 

This collection stands as a monument to 
the successful life work of Prof. Bruner, who 
enjoys the teverential gratitude of every 
agriculturist where the visMs of these in- 
sects have jeopardized or completely de- 
stroyed the fruite of season's labor. The 
esteem which his beneficiaries bestow upon 


him is equal to that accorded St. Patrick for 


the extirpation of the snakes from the Em- 
erald isle, wath perhaps. religious 
distinction. 


All Indexed and Described. 

The locusts or grasshoppers are incased 
in handsome cabinets, each specimen mount- 
ed with cork and pin and labeled with the 
technical and native name. These are in- 
dexed and a treatise upon each specimen 
as to the characteristic habits and the ex- 
periments that have most efficaciously served 
in their extermination is attached. In it~ 
self it is a comprehensive study of this 
branch of entomology, and the student who 
has accéss to the collection finds an inex- 
haustible store of profitable information sim- 
ply treated and:ready for.assimilation.

the departments of biology, entomology, and 
ornithology. The consequent discoveries 
have resulted in inestimable benefit to the 
afflicted sections. 
Farmers’ Equipped Watts. 


- Prof, Bruner’s experiments and precepts 
been widely circulated assimilated 
until the farmers are now able formidably to 
antagonize the pests. Today, as a natural 
sequence of such incessant efforts, the insects 
have been reduced in numbers until the farm- 
ers, coUperating with the natural vertebrate 
and invertebrate enemies of the insects, are 
enabled successfully to combat the insects 
and control theirmigrations.

Fight Insects with Fungus.

I think the trouble is not that of too much 
bull comipany, but the absence of a hedging 
trade in this market. There has been s80 
much manipulation here the last year, so 
many corners, that the cash man is afraid 
to hedge his grain here. Consequently, when 
the market starts up a little there are no 
hedging shorts to drive in, there is not that 
incentive to higher prices, the market lacks 
that inherent strength and drops back.”’

Wheat, 50 cars; corn, 280 cars; oats, 135 
cars; hogs, 86,000, and for the week 150,000.
